The News of the Week In Doylestown as Gathered 


by Our Special Correspondent. 


DoyloBtown, Nov. 19. 1907. 


"Li&r" is a rather nasty word and most 


of its equivalents are pretty much resent- 
ed, but nevertheless the lie was passed in 
(he court room by Ex-Judge Harman 
Verki-s, last Thursday ftfternooo, in a con- 
troversy 
with District Attorney Ryan, 


wblltt Judge Mahlon H. Stout was on the 
bench. It electrified the audience and the 
news spread like wild fire, for such a re- 
markable occurrence between two of the 
most prominent men in tbe county was 
exceptional.

Yerkes, unexpectedly, 


when the case was about to proceed.

eded nnd certainly can not be expected 
0 now." 


"I understood tbat there would be no 


rouble about that," said District Attor- 
ey Kyan, "bnt 
if counsel refuses to 


lead I wili be driven to tbe necessity of 
sking for a bench warrant for President! 
HcOrea oi the Pennsylvania Eallroad in 
rder that I will have something tangible 
o arraign." 


Ovel this there was some legal discus- 


ion, 
which resulted in the Court dlreot- 


ng that a plea of not guilty be entered 
or the defendant. As the District Attor. 
ey passed behind counsel for the defense 
e leaned over and spoke a few words 
rhich seemed to electrify the Ex-Jndge, 
ho jumped to his feet and exclaimed: 
"iour Honor, tbe District Attorney 
as charged me just now with a breach of 
alth, and I call upon him to state what 
mt breach was." 
"I'll do it, if the Court will permit 
10," replied Mr. Byan, with subdued 
iellng. 
The Oourt interfered, but later Ex- 
udge TerkoB,

aid: "I want to say to the Court that I 
brand the accusation of a breach of faith, 
in the month of the District Attorney, as 
a falsehood." 


"Sit down," ordered the Court. 
As he was pounding for order the Court 


probably din not hear Attorney Bnckman, 
who jumped up and alleged tbat Ex- 
Judge STerkes bad said "God Damn him," 
apparently referring to Mr. Ryan. 


Then it was all 
over.

To be sure, his character an 
designs have beon repressnted in tboinos 
contradictory colors, bot that is only a 
incident in the lite of any great man. I 
this respect Washington's name may b 
joined to O'OounolPn, and Lincoln's to 
Webster's, 


True it is, however, that Cleon is stll 


under the keen criticism of the modern 
aa well as of the ancient, critics. They d 
not know whether to regard him an a 
"earnest defender of popular rights, or 
vuigar, factious mob-leader." Bot one 
thing is oottain, he was a man of trernen 
dons influence in bis day, and won the 
right, by virtue of his powerful intellect, 
to call forth the severest treatment by 
Thrjcydidee, and tbe most merciless satire 
of Aristophanes. It was this man Oleon, 
who gave us tbe parable abont despond- 
ency; and that is tbe point of this Reflec- 
tion. Let me relate It to you. He was eub- 
jeot to fits of despondency, so be decclded 
to take a walk abont the streets of his 
city. We are not told tbat he know much, 
if anything, about our modern methods of 
physical culture, nor do we know that be 
thought much abont pure air and proper 
breathing. The one thing we do know is 
that he took a walk about the city, and In 
tbe end, forgot his despondency. 


He hid not gone far, wben he met 


man br tbe name of Protna, famous for 
his pomp and empty pride. But tbe lat- 
ter was not ignorant of the greatneis 
with which Oleoo's life was crowned. 
While apparently, indifferent, as 
he 


paraed by with a lofty look, be Bald to 
himself: "I wisb I had the substantial 
learning of this old man."

solous ot his lack of merit. But Cleon, 
too, was Influenced by the appearance of 
this silken-robea mortal and said:

nate enough to be a peeywants to be- 
come an M. P. Every uian who hag 
succeeded In business or professional 
life teels that a coveted seat to the 
commons is necessary to round out hJS 
career. Bet many men of moderate 
means are deterred from pampering 
tbelr ambitions by the big expense en- 
tailed. No salaries are paid, and, be- 
tides supporting himself, an M, F. Is 
called upon, to meet heavy drains open 
his pocketbook doting his entire term. 


At the most moderate estimate the 


expenses of a campaign are $5,000. 
Once elected, the member must "nirape" 
his constituents. 
Clubs and chamles 


are the greatest beneficiaries of this 
nursing, bat many individuals come in 
for assistance also. Not less than $3,- 
000 a year is required for this Item, 
which for a term of five years repre- 
sents an outlay of $15,000. 


All told, then, a prospective member 


faces an outlay of $20,000 in addition 
to his living expenses, which In Lon- 
don are far from moderate when he 
maintains himself in keeping with the 
dignity of his position. 


Many of the commoners of course 


spend far more than the above amount. 
And, in addition to the cash outlay, 
some of them find their Ilvea embitter- 
ed by the worries and exsictlions of 
their positions.

It Is Not Dangerous. 


The uninitiated nre prone to look up- 


on tho balloon as n sort of country 
fair attraction, whose principal inter- 
est lies in the risk the aeronaut takes. 
This Is a mistal.e. 


I.lkc the anlo'nolille, the balloon re- 


quires an experienced pilot, and when 
Midi n one Is in charge serious or fatal 
iK'citlents are npvor recorded. 
Most 


balloon dubs require all ascensions to 
be made unfler a regularly licensed 
pilot, who reci'hps Ills certificate from 
Hie club ouly after having demon- 
strated his fitness. The pilot who Is 
willing to go up only in favorable 
weather and to come down at the 
proper time need never endanger lives. 
lie knows he has only to open the 
valve and be can descend. He has only 
to throw out a handful of sand, and 
he can prevent his balloon from com- 
ing down or can send It up. When he 
is ready to land be picks out a favor- 
able spot ahead of him, lets his bal- 
loon come gradually down near tlie 
ground, cuts loose tho anchor which 
stops his pro£ve.ss, then opens the 
valve again if necessary. When the 
car tone-lies tho ground he tears out 
the ripping strip, and the balloon 
stretches out on the ground, n flat and 
empty bap;.—F. P. Latirn, U. S. A., in 
Outing Magazine.

on the assemblage of other Inrtre jiutherin::-: at the Capital. 
Their improvement was impor.itm1 and «o it has come about 
that, by the combined eil'ort of tho railroads and the United 
States Government, one of the larjtetl and unqiioMi.mably the 
handsomest railroad station in the world is now pro\i<1ed not 
only for (he convenience of the citi/.cn1- 01 the United States, 
hut as a notable architectural addition to tho great public 
buildings of the Capital City. 
It i* a monumental edilice and 


a worthy type of the future structures, which w ill make Wash- 
ington the municipal beauty spc.l of the world. 


The station including; the Concourse is longer than the 


Capitol and nearly as wide. The waiting room is larger than 
the hall of the House of Keprof-eutathos. 
The concourse, 


which is the train lobby, is longer than the interior of the 
Capitol building, if it were one continuous hall, and half as 
wide. It is the largest building ever constructed for a like 
purpose. 


Within this great structure there is c\erv convenience the 


traveler can desire, so grouped about the central hall as to 
serve his purpose to the best advantage. 


The lofty arched entrances f.iue a plaza us large as an or-

A year and a half 
ago he waa prostrated by a alight slrolsu 
of paralysis nod for n tiiuo was unable to 
be on duty, but he rallied and resumed 
liis class work, remaining iu charge of 
the department until the eud of Juue htsr, 
when he was granted a year's Jeave of ab- 
sence. Ho espccted to return to \vaik at 
tho beginning of the conjiug spring term, 
or nest fall at the latest, During hia ab- 
lence Robert Anderson, hia former puuil 
uud co-worker, has beou in ohargo of the 
department. Mrs. Sensenig, who VVHB Au-

How Furniture Manufacturers Meet a 


Contingency. 


Perhaps no set of men appreciate 


the seriousness of the timber supply 
question more than those engaged in 
the manufacture of fuftlture 
They 


nave realized for some years that a 
pinch in the hardwood market is sure 
to come, and tbey have succeeded In 
coping with the situation by the eco- 
nomical use of material by the practice 
of veneering and the Imitation of the 
highest priced hard woods. 


During the last few years the great 


Increase In the price of hard woods has 
created a strong demand for wood 
which can be used In Imitation. The 
two woods that are most successfully 
Imitated are mahogany and oak, par- 
ticularly the quartered oak In the gold- 
en and darker finishes. Almost with- 
out exception the manufacturer mar- 
kets these imitations jitter as imita- 
tions or under somo registered trade 
name and does not pretend to deceive 
his customers. 


For imitating mahogany cherry was 


formerly used almost entirely, but the 
diminished supply and the increased 
price of this wood have led manufac- 
turers to seek a substitute 
which 


would lend itself more readily to the 
stain than cherry and at the same 
time show the grain and hold the 
gloss For these reasons birch, espe- 
cially curly birch, maple, beech and 
gum are extensively used for all parts 
of furniture. Even in the better grades 
of mahogany furniture birch and ma- 
ple stained to a mahogany finish are 
often used for posts and frames, while 
genuine mahogany In the form of 
veueer Is used for panels, tops and 
rolls. 


In making Imitation quartered oak 


almost any wood can be nsed, since In 
this case the original grain of the 
wood Is flrst covered with a filler, 
and then the quartering is printed on 
In dark Ink by the Impression of ac- 
tual quartered oak rolls or by a trans- 
fer from quartered oak prepared by 
special processes. Birch, maple, pop- 
lar and plain sawed oak are commonly 
used for this work. After the wood 
has been finished and polished the Imi- 
tation appears so real that only an ex- 
pert con detect the difference. 


Certain woods used In furniture con- 


struction a. D extremely expensive ow- 
ing to the difficulty of obtaining pieces 
with a good grain of sufficient size for 
working. Such, for instance, Is Circas- 
sian -walnut This, which comes from 
the TJral mountains, Is largely used In 
the form of veneers for choir backs, 
panels and tops In bedroom suits, ta- 
ble tops, etc., the balance of the piece 
of furniture being composed either of 
American or black walnut (natural 
finish) or of satin walnut, commonly 
Imown as red gum. The latter, while 
It does not often show the beautiful 
grain of the panel, Is so near the color 
of plain Circassian walnut that only 
close scrutiny can detect the differ- 
ence.—New York Post

um. This is called Irldio platinum ant 
Is the substance of which the metric 
standards prepared by the luternatiou 
al committee on weights and measures 
Is composed It Is hard, is JebS affectec 
by heat tunn any pure metal, Is prac 
tlcally uono\idizable and cau be Qnely 
engra\cd 
In fact, the lines on the 


standard motors are hardly visible to 
the naked eye, yet they are smooth, 
sharp and accurate. 


If our civilization should ever be lost 


and relics of it should be discovered In 
iwnie brighter age In the remote future 
there is nothing that would bear high 
er testimony to Its character than these 
standaid measures of Irldio platinum, 
for the protection and preservation of 
which the science of this day has done 
its very best—St. Louis Republic.
